There are other Incxorable reasons 
which summon’ China to pro-Allied © 
Intervention. But certain considcra- 
fiove reordest that for the present 
a detailed reference to them should 
be withheld with one exception, 
Germon ageression in the, West 
hog admittedly prevented fBritish 
and French action jn connec- 
tion with Japanese —_agarcsslon 
in the Far East since: the opening of 
hostilities in China on July 7, 1937. 
If this was true before the outbrealc 
of the European wor, it fs truer now 
that the “Next War" has been inau- 
gurated In the West, and Poland hes’ 
been done to death, hicked by Hitler’s 
hordes. This factor of German ag~ 
gression must be stressed because, in 
addition to certain internal factors, 1t 
accounts for the {act that resistance 
has not yet fulfilted all the wishes 
and expectations of the Peopic. 


The defeat -of Hitlerite Germany, 
therefore, is a vital Chineso intércst, 
and China's policy of resistance must, 
in the new sltuntion..created by the 
war in Europe, view ii os one of the 
conditions of victory in our strygale 
with Joponcsc aggression, In Una 
sense, {t may soberly be said that the 
destiny of Chinn ‘will be decided on 
the same baitieficld In the West where 
the fate of Britain and France fs to be 
decided niong with the coure of free- 
dom as a principle nnd condition of 
the Ifo of civilized men.

With 
proper organisation und Allied 
technical and other co-operation, a 
Inrge expeditionary force of a mili.on 
and mote men could be graaually 
sent abroad without wenkening the 
worl: of registance to the Invasion. 
The speedy adoption of this policy 
of Intervention J3 desirable in view 
of the historical expericnce of the 
Great War of 1914-18 when China 
delayed intervention until it was too 
late to prevent the then -Allled 
Powers from concluding with Japan 
their seerct pact concerning Shan- 
tung, A similar anger mnoy. well 
exist lo-day regarding not only Shan- 
tung itsclt but the whole of China. 


Allled Attitude 
It is possible that the Allied Pc vers 


{might be.emburrassed by, or might 


deprecate, Chincse Intervention unacr 
obsess.on of the fcar that Japan might 
attack their positions In “Enst Asia,” 
including Hongkong and Indo-China. 
Whilst the continental enlargement of 
the Japanese Empire into a "New 
Order in East Asia" would be Incom- 
plete without the. elimination of Bri- 
ain and France as Asiatic Powers, 
Japan would not dare ‘to attack them 
unless sho wos convinced of Allicd 
defeot in the European war. As 
long as the certalnty of Allied victory 
remains a postulate of the Europcan 
war asltuation, it will determine 
Japan's action in the Far East as it 
will determine her attitude to the 
larger Allied struggle wih’ German 
aggression in the West. If Allied 
diplomacy could only realise its own 
basic strength ond apply this postu- 
Inte to the Far East, there would be 
nn end to the series of foflures and 
humiliations heaped, especially, on 
the British by the Japancsc. 

It Jopanese aggression menaces, 18 
ft indubllably docs, the security of 
Britain and France as Asiatic Powers, 
the necessary and natural ally of 
these Powers vis-a-vis Japan ts and 
must be Chinn. On this reality of 
the situatlon created by Japancso 
nggression, all Anglo-French policy 
in this region of Asin must be found- 
cd. If this'ls true, some structure of 
co-operation between Britain, France 
and China is a manifest need. There

OF THE twenty-seven occasions 
on which’ Chinn has celebrated the 
anniversary. of the foundation of the 
Republic, five have been spent’ in 
hostilities with Japan, a record that 
has been responsible for cnormously 
retarding the growth and unifeation 
of this freat but young republic who 
fs our nelghbour, 


To-day is the — twenty-elghth 
Double Tenth. It is also the 825th 
day of hostilities with Jopan, As 
the war has lengthened from weeks 
into months and from months Into 
yenrs, the declared Japanese objec~ 
tive of cstablishing o “peaceful re- 
‘gime” seems more remote than at 
the beginning. In actual fighting 
Japan was successful for the first 18 
months, but she has now reached an 
impasse from which there appears no 
“retreat~ but-surrender—of—what- she 
set out to attain, 


* Japan muy control the great ports, 
the railways and the commercial 
waterways, but while nominally 
more thun a third of China is under 
her control, actually her rule does 
not extend beyond the range of her 
guns, so that to-day Chinese every- 
where in the occupled areas wiil let 
off their fre-erackern and celebrate 
thelr great National day with -ag 
inuch enthuslagn and impunity as 
they have done’ in Hongkong. | 


Meanwhile, China has been welded 
under the hammer-strokes of Japan 
Into u nattlon whose solidarity igs 
grenter thon anything witnessed 
during the first quarter-century. of 
republicanism.

Disappolntments have 
been many and at times it seems as 
if much has been-In valn. 


But to-day in celebrating the 
biritday of the Republic we may 
Took back and see that it is not so, 


Despite all the set-backs, und all 
the disasters, the 28 years have 
fundamentally been 20 years of 
steady progress towards making 
Chinn a Modern State and securing 
for her (to use the terms. of Sun 
Yatesen’s Will) “n position of inde- 
pendence and cquality among 
nations.” ‘ : 


The revolutionary movement in 
China is not as old as some people 
suppose, During the elghteenth cen- 
tury, the great Manchu Emperors 
raised China to a high pitch of great- 
ness but carly in the nineteeth cen- 
tury Uhe peried of decline set in and 
by the filtics it was plain that the 
Maonchus had long . passed — their 
zenith and that China was slipping 
badly behind the rest of the world. 


Even then ‘there were thinking 
Chinese who were dissatisfied with 
the condition of things and the wide- 
sprend ruin caused by the Tulping 
Rebellion served further to unsettle 
men's minds. 


But the definite formation of a res 
voluttonary party’ only antedated 
the outbreak of the Revolution by 
some two decades, , 


It began as the Hsing-Chung Hui 
(Society for the~- Regencratlon of 
China), which develope ’ successively 
into the Tung-Méng ful (United 
League), the Kuomintang (National 
People's Party), The Chung-Hwa 
Ke-ming-tong (National Pcople's 
Porty of Chinn). « 


These various organizations were 
in essence one and the samc party 
under the same revolutionary 
leaders, existing nt different times, 
but with the same purpose—the 
overthrow of the prevalling nutocracy 
“und~ the “establishment” of ~~ demo- 
‘cratle Republic. 


There were, of course,;a few men 
who desired the evolution of the 
autocracy Into a Consitutlonal 
Monarchy but the Manchus were 
commonly regarded us forelgners by 
the mass of the Chinese and_ this 
awog a fatal obstacle to a process 
which many observers felt would 
have been a better thing for the 
Chinese than a Republic on Western 
lines, But o Republic it had to bo 
from the very nature of the case.

HE Hsing-Chung Hul was orga- 

nized by Dr. Sun Yat-sen in 1802 

In the city of Macao following his 

graduation from Queen's College in

In 1987 he.was transferred to the 
Hongkong Medical College and 
xraduated in 1892, 


He began to practice in Macao but, 
ns already indicated, his medical 
profession career was short-lived, for 
he gave it up ond spent his days in 
revolutlonary effort. 


A gencral outery for political re- 
forms rose from every slde of China 
after the country’s defent in the 
Sino-Jopanese Wor of 1895, 


Sun Yat-sen found more converts 
than ever before but the discovery 
of arms that were being sceretly 
transported caused a large number of 
his followers tv be captured. 


This was the first fuilure. ‘of the 
Revolution and Dr. Sun had to flee 
to Hongkong and thence to Japan, 
Honolulu and America, 


In 1896 he sailed for England and 
the famous incident occurred in 
which Dr, Sun was ensnared by the 
Chinese Legation where he was con- 
fined for 32 days but was released 
through the agency of his teacher, 
Dro James Cantile, who thus frustrat- 
ed the scheme to smuggle. him back 
to the Manchu Government in Pelping 
for execution. 


After the Boxer rising in_1900, the 
cause ‘of the Chinese Revolution 
made great progress and when 
Wuchaong fell in 1911 the doom of 
une Manchu dynasty was quickly scul- 


On, January 1, 1912, Dr. Sun Yat- 
sen became first President of the 
Chinese Republic which was formally 
proclaimed. 


But ‘the stirring events of 1911 
proved to be only the beginning of a 
long period of struggle. 


Yuan Shth-kal, who had” been 
called In during the last days of the 
Manchu dynasty to uphold the totter- 
ing Monarchy, had ambitions of his 
own; he headed the military party 
and had great welght with the more 
conservative elements jn the country: 


While Sun belleved In the awaken- 
ing of the musses of the people to 
political knowledge and power, Yuan 
thought that military force was the 
one thing needful to hold Chinn 
together. 


He began, too, to dream of o new 
dynasty with himself os Emperor. 
The. Manchus had already abdicated 
on February 12, 1912, . 


Not realizing how far “Yuan's 
schemes went, Dr. Sun yielded him 
the Presidency after he. had held it 
for the short space of three months, 
Resigning on April 1, he travelled 
through a number of provinces: and 
busled himself with the advocacy of 
no natlohal railway system. He then 
visited Japan but on his return help- 
ed to organize the “Second Revolu- 
tlon” (July, 1013) ogainst Yuan 
Shih-kol; of whose ulterlor motives 
he, had now become suspicious and 
whose scant trentment of the Parlia- 
ment, especially in the conclusion of 
the “Reorganization Loan” jn face of 


parliamentary opposition, had raised |’

Two yenrs of absolute rule by 
Yuan Shih-koi followed, and , then 
tis Monarchienl project was Inunched 
With the support—political and inane 
clal—of Liang Shih-yi ond others. 
The Japanese -and other Foreign 
Ministers warned Yuan against 
mounting the Throne, and {n Decem- 
ber, 1915, a revolt, organized by 
Tsul Ao, broke out in Yunnan.

Chungking, Oct. 6. 
Dr. ' Chu" Chin-hua, Secretary 
General of the Kuomintang, in an 
exclusive Interview with United Press 
to-day, declared that it is virtually 
impossible for Britain and Jopan to 
teuch a compromise at the expense 
of China if such negotiations ara 
opened in the future, ‘ 
He predicted that ‘Britain would 
“withdraw entirely from China and 
possibly from the entire Far East 
until the European situation is 
cleared up, after which ‘Britain will 
censsert her might in the Far East 
oguinst Japan.” 


Two fundamental considerations 
govern the British actions, Firstly, 
to be patient—but to always strike 
back when patience is at an end, and 
secondly, to be realistic and-to renllse 
that a compromise wll affect her 
vital interests, 


“As Jong os British interests are 
not aifected, Britain can afford to 
compromise, but once Japan turns 
southward In an attempt to take over 
British interests or threaten them, 
then Britatn’s vital Interests will be 
alfected and Britain will be com- 
pelled to assert her might sooner or 
later," Doctor Chu sald, 

Although he admitted that there Is 
a possibillty of Russla secking a rap- 
prochement with Jopon in order to 
turn the Japanese militarists to an 
advance to the South at the expense 
of Britain, Doctor Chu sald: “Russia 
cannot afford to sce Japan become a 
continental] Power with tho resources 
and man-power of China under her 
control,” 


He said he can see no. possibility 
of peace in Europe based. on Hitler's 
proposals, because there I[s no} 
guarantee that Hitler will carry out 
his obligations. 1 


Russla and the -United States are 
the biggest factora to-day, but he 
added that he is not willing to predict 
the course ejther nation will follow. 

As far as the Far Enst 1s concerned, 
he said the greatest developments re- 
sulting from the European war are 
the complete Isolation of Japan from 
her former -allles, plus the fact that 
the Russo-Germnn pact, os’ It stands
